SEDALIA, Mo., May 11.—The arriving Demo- 
crats and the departing Republicans tread-one 
upon another’s heels. After entertaining the 
Republicans of Missouri Sedalia is to-day the 
hostof the Democracy ‘‘assembied within her 
gates, as the complimentary candidate puts 
it in his speeches. The objects of that as- 
semblage are to select four delegates at-large 
and four alternates to the National Demo- 
cratic Convention at St. Louis, June 5, and to 
name fourteen district and two electors-at- 
large to represent Missouri in the Electoral 
College.

Every citizen who has sufferedfrom 
the nuisance and who believes that it can be 
abated should see these Delegates, these mem- 
bers of the Police and Work- house Committee, 
and urge upon them the necessity for making 
a favorable report upon the bill. 
HAVE YOU SEEN THE BILL? 
Do you know how it proposes to perform the 
work of abating the nuisance? 
For those who have not had the opportunity 
of reading the proposed-ordinance it is here 
set forth in full, minus the title. If there is 
any reason in any objection to its passage the 
POsT-DISPATCH wants to know what it is. 
Sec. 1. The emission of dense smoke from 
any stack anywhere within the city shali be 
deemed and is hereby declared to be a public 
nuisance; provided that chimneys of build- 
ings used exclusively for private residences 
shall not be deemed within the provisions of 
this ordinance. The proprietor, lessee and 
occupant of any building who shall permit or 
allow dense smoke to issue or be emitted 
from the chimney of any building within the 
corporate limits of the city of St. Louis shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and for 
every such offense shall be fined not less than 
$25 nor more than $100, and eyery day during 
any part of which the aboveoffense shall be 


committed shall constitute a separate of- 
tense. 
Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Boiler In- 


spector of the city of St. Louis to cause this 
ordinance to be enforced, and to make com- 
plaint against and cause to be prosecuted 
all persons violating the same; provided, how- 
ever, that no conviction shall be had under 
this ordinance for failure to comply with the 
terms hereof until three months after 
the approval of the same by the Mayor. 

THAT IT IS POSSIBLE 

toabate the nuisance some manufacturers 
have demonstrated. There are in use in St. 
Louis four distinct types of smoke preventers. 
The ordinance does not obligate the use of any 


one ofthese. It makes the emission.of smoke 
a nuisance, and leaves the means of prevent- 
ing the same to the owner of the furnace. 

The ordinance says thatfuel put intoa fur- 
nace shall be burned, and not heated to just 
that point that it will rise in gaseous form, 
float out of the chimney, descend upon the 
city, fill streets and houses with vile smells, 
and blacken every object in the city with soot. 
The House of Delegates Committee on Tues- 
day saw three smoke preventers in operation. 

There is one other they did notsee, and when 
the ordinance is passed the score of inven- 

tions which are in use in other cities will be 
brought here by enterprising manufacturers. 

There is not the slightest chance that the, 
bill will create a monopoly.

CARE IN FIRING.

Difficulty of Managing Them. 


„Few people realize,’’ said Officer Wm. 
King toa Post-DI®PATCH reporter at the Lin- 


police officer at a large hotel is. He is seldom 
called upon to deal with rough characters, and 
does not run the same risk of personal injury 
as an officer stationed in the ‘tough’ di stricts 


him, and to be very careful in making ar- 
rests. Scarcely a week passes during which I 


am not asked to arrest some for either assault 
or unl dishonesty, but if I were to com- 
ply with one-fifth of the demands ofthis kind 
made upon me I would soon find myself ip 
most uncomf bly hot water with the 
Police Board. The kind of men we have to 
deal with at the hotels are the most unreliable, 
from a police standpoint, inthe world. They 
get to drinking and play cards, a quarrel 
arises; one gives a blow and the injured indi- 
vidual rushes out in - a ff police officer 


e the arrest. @ officer is 
n enough to do this, he 
“ almost gure to get into 


serious trouble. After the accuser has slept 
ron the matter, and been appealed to by the 
friends of his incarcerated companion, he in- 
variably relents, and does not appear as 
rosecuting witness when the case is called 
or trial. This places the officer in a very un- 
comfortable position, as it very seldom hap- 
pensthat he himseif has seen the assault 
which occasioned the arrest, and when no 
prosecution appears he can give no valid ex- 
cuse for the arrest. The man arrested, for the 
sake of his reputation, is nearly certain to 
loudly proclaim his innocence, and to accuse 
the officer of having dragged him to the 
lockup without cause. As his friend 
is certain to assist him, the 
officer has nothing to fail back on, and if the 
matter is pushed, is likely to lose his star. 
When an arrest is made among the roughs and 
the ace ot does not appear, the accused 
is always so glad to get off that he does not 
think of making «ny trouble, but with 
the class of men who stay at the 
hotels it is different. One course can be 
pursued which will nearly always satisfy the 
man demanding the arrest of another and will 
ensure the officer against all blame. IIalt a 
dozen times a month excited men rush up to 
me and demand that I instantly convey some- 
one to the calaboose. ‘Do you know the 
man?’ las. ‘Certainly, he bas just struck 
me,’ isthereply. ‘Then goand swear outa 
warrant 12 him.“ After some explanation 
they say they will do this, but their rage 
nearly always evaporates, and that is the last 
ever heard about it. An officer has to be very 
careful what he is doing on a beat like this, 
and unless he is considerable of a judge of hu- 
man nature he is nearly useless. 
SHREWDNESS IN LIQUOR. 

People talk about men not knowing what 
they are about when they are drunk,’’ the 
officer continued, ‘‘but along experience on 
the police force has led me to 
be very skeptical on this point. A 
drunken man’s judgment is certainly none 
ofthe best, but as long as he can walk he has 
a much clearer idea of what he is doing than 
most people imagine.

EDUCATION OF FREEDMEN, 


Annual Meeting in New York of the Slater 
Fund Trustees.

NEW YorK, May 17.—The annual meeting of 
the trustees of the Slater Fund, given by John 
F. Slater of Norwich, Conn., in 1882, for the 


purpose of giving better facilities for 
the education of freedmen and their 
children, was held yesterday at the Fifth

Users Who Finds It Wearies the Eye—Gov- 
ernment Change From Gy. 


Custodian Lancaster has sent an application 
to Washington to have gas entirely replaced 
throughout the Government building with the 
incandescent light. This light is used now 
only in the Post-office and basement and in 


the Signal Office at the bottom and 
top of the building. This change will

Revenue and the Customs offices. The de- 
crease in the expense for gas has not been as 
ange as was ex ted. Assistant Custodian 
Bull explained this to-day. ‘‘I find that the 
incandescent light is too bright and hurts the 
eyes, and that to relieve their eyes users 
turn on the eas. For instance, the 
distributor in the City Division of the 
P ost-office will let his incandescent burn for 
an hour and a half and then change back after 
his eyes getrested. There seems to be a brill- 
lancy to the electric ligkt that the eyes cannot 
endure steadily. have found that a page 
under the electric light will become black to a 
constant reader, and that he will have fo rest 
his eyes by looking away or changing to the 
softer gas-light. In case the electric is put in 
entirely the gas fixtures will not be removed.’’

The more sensible farmers had removed 411 
their live stock from the bottoms to the bluffs, 


six miles distant, when the first ap-

consequently they sustained serious losses. 
Hogs, cows and horses could be seen swim- 
ming in the flood untilthey came in contact 
with some obstacle upon which their bodies 
would be mangled. The smalier houses inthe 
bottoms are wrecked. As yet no loss of 
human lite is reported, but doubtless 
there will be. The territory now covered with 
water is forty-five miles long and six miles 
wide, with 50,000 acres under cultivation. The 
depth of the water is all the way from ten to 
twenty feet. Consequent upon the 
breaking of the levee the river 
is receding rapidly. The tenants state that if 
the ground gets in favorable condition by the 
middie of June they can raise late corn. This 
is the frst break since 1881, and the farmers 
had begun to rely upon the strength of the 
levee. The loss, at this writing, is incalcu- 
lable. The damage to railroad property will 
be great. No trains are running on the ‘‘Q.’’ 
or long line through this city.

A General Exodus to Sedalia Leaves Little 


Save Janitors and Clerksin the Big Mu- 
nicipal Barn—Jhe Page of the House of 


Delegates and His Characteristic: Legend 
—Harbor Notes. 


The city was without a Mayor this morning 
for the first time in the history of several ad- 
ministrations, and that is saying a good deal 
fora metropolis so liberally supplied with 
municipal heads as is St. Louis. The City Hall 
was almost deserted, the various officials fol- 
lowing the example of the ‘‘first gentle- 
man of the ocity’’ to beat a 
retreat to Sedalia. The Mayor left yesterday 
morning accompanied by his Secretary and a 
large number of members of the House of 
Delegates, and the political load-stone later 
drew Acting Mayor Allen and several of the 
Councilmen. Even the Comptroller found 
that he had made a mistake in announcing the 
‘discussion of the annual appropriation bill by 
the Ways and Means Committee for to-day, 

and discovering that the meeting had already 
been announced for Friday, also left for Seda- 
lia. Speaker James Bannerman was thus left 
in controi of the city government, and it was 
expected that ne wonld appear at the Hall ac- 
cordingly. Mr. Bannerman, however, has 
a wholesale business that he be- 
lieves needs more attention than 
the duties e of the Mayor’s office 
and he decided to stay down-town unless he 
was summoned bytelephone. In an emer- 
gency this might have proved awkward, but 
the mayoral fecundity of St. Louis was equal 
to the occasion, and Sergt. Alex B. McGrew 
undertook to officiate in the absence of the as- 
sistant in the inner office. At last reports the 
ship of municipality was being successfully 
steered without any recourse to the telephone. 

The Mayor's office just now is overrun in the 

morning with . peddlers who 
are casting fond eyes on the prospect of street 
sales during the Saengerfest and convention. 
Peddlers must take out their licenses for the 
year, but in exceptional cases, where venders 
are poor and where they are recommended 
as deserving by some responsible person, the 
Mayor is authorized to issue a permit allow- 
ing the individual thus favored to take outa 
license fora month. Itis the hopeof this 
privilege thatcauses the peddlers to swarm 
to municipal headquarters. Many of them 
are Hebrews, and as soon as their nasal ‘‘Ein 
monat license“ falis on the ears of the func- 
tionary within, their mission is known at 
once. Adolph Wohl has been very persistent. 
A few weeks ago he was fined $3 for 
peddling without a license, and upon 
repeating the offense by inno- 
cently availing himself of a borrowed 
license, was fined again, the penalty this time 
being $25. Acting Mayor Allen remitted the 
fine on account of the man’s ignorance, and 
this morning when he appeared for a permit 
to sellfora period of one month Acting As- 
sistant Mayor McGrew examined the appli- 
cant’s credentials, eross- questioned him in 
German, and magnanimously issued the per- 
mit.

There were no politicians about the City Hall 
to-day. The House of Delegates was closed, 
Secretary Barrett and Assistant Secretary 
Pococke — 12 to Sedalia as delegates. 
Even the page did not appear, and on the door 
of the House of Delegates was this legend:

Harbor Notes. 


The Harbor Commissioner has prepared an 
ordinance repealing all those now in force and 
supplanting those that have been in operation 
for the past forty years, regarding the wharf- 


age on cord-wood,. Heretofore the rate has 
been 10 cents per cord on ali fire-wood corded 
on the wharf, and under the provisions of the 
ordinance fixing this rate the wood is allowed 
to remain on the Levee sixty days. The in- 
ereasing demand for wharf accommodations 
compels the Commissioner to take this new 
step, which under the ordinance proposed will 
class firewood as ordinary lumber, so that 
those 1 in it will be compelled to re- 
move it from the wharf within three days.This 
will give greater accommodation to the other 
lessees of the wharf, who have been inconven- 
lenced by the levee being turned into a wood 


yard.

Items of Interest From the City at the Other 
End of the Bridge. 


There has been considerable talk since 
Judge Hay’s decision in the pond tax case 
about the manner in which Special Attorney 
F. G. Cockerell conducted the case. The as- 
sertion has been frequently made that the 
strong fight which he made to have the levy 
held valid was evidence that the City 
Council was in league with the 
bond holders. When Mr. Cockerell 


was told esterday of what was being 
said he was highly indignant and character- 
ized such talk, in as far as it reflected on him, 
as a malignant slander. He said that he was 
the hired attorney of the city and it was his 
duty to do all in his power in behaif of his 
employers. The United States Supreme Court 
had ordered the levy and commanded the 
Council to enforce its collection. The 
tax-payers had objected to the 
tax on the ground that it was illegally levied, 
and in obedience to the United States Supreme 
Court mandate it was the Council’s duty to 
see that the levy was sustained. If they did 
not the Mayor and members of the Council 
would be held in contempt of court and be 
sent to jail. Judge Hay had decided 
that the levy was invalid and it 
now devolved upon the City Council to 
take an appeal as an evidence of good faith in 
endeavoring to carry out the court’s order. If 
they did not show that they nad done all in 
thelr power to collectithe tax as ordered by the 
highest court in theland, they would most 
certainly be sent to jail, and he, asthe Coun- 
cil’s attorney, did not propose to have the lib- 
erty of the members placed in jeopardy. This 
was his duty, and he proposed to perform it 
regardiess of the criticism of those who would 
assert behind his back what they dare not in- 
sinuate to his face. 

In the City Court this morning a bill for in- 
junction to remove cloud from title, and re- 
lief, was filed by Robert A. Halbert on behalf 
of Patrick Halloran against Garrett Halloran, 
John Halloran, Eugene Halloran and Buck- 
land 4 Pallen.

THE M, K. CONFERENCE. 


A Complete Victory for the Bishops on All 
Points. 


NEw YorE, May 17.—The active work of the 
fifteenth day of the General Methodist Confer- 
ence began with the report of the Judiciary 
Committee on certain questions referred to it, 
touching the organic law of the church. 
Bishop Foss presided and the devotional exer- 
cises were led by Rev. J. O. Peck of Brooklyn. 
The presentation of the judiciary report 
preceded the order of the day, 
call of conferences, by general consent. This 


port was in answer to several questions re- 
rred to the committee on changes in the dis- 
cipline. The first question was: May the 
disctpline be so changed as to authorize the 
election of i elders at the annual oon - 
ferences?’’ To this the committee answered, 
No, as such a proceeding would be a vio- 
lation of the third restrictive rule which 
leaves such matters solely in the hands of the 
bishop, uestion second was: ‘‘May the 
iscipline be so changed as to give the presid- 
ing elders co-ordinate authority wi the 
bishops fixing appointment of preachers? 
No, was answer tothis question, as 
the r of preachers rested solely with 
the bishops themselves. The third question 
referred to the tenure of the bishop’s 
office. It was: ‘‘Oan the term of office 
of a bishop be restricted to a 
term of ‘years?’’ and was also answered in the 
negative asthe law of the church makes the 
office one of lifelong tenure. The fourth in- 
julry was: ‘‘Cannot the bishops be assigned 
nadrennially to their Episcopal districts?’’ 
his was also denied on the ground that epis- 
copacy is general. 
he oommittes was unanimous on all these 
points except the third, relating to the tenure 
of the Bishop’s office, and a minority réport 
signed by Eli F. Ritter, M. Brese, John Lacy, 
W. S. Speare and L. C. Queal was presented. 
This report dissented from the views of the 
majority on the question on the ground 
that the third restrictive rule carefully 
guards the office of episcopacy and its pre- 
rogatives, but does not touch the tenure of its 
office. The dissenters held, therefore, that it 
is competent for the General Conference to fix 
such a limit to the Bishop’s oficial terms as 
deemed best.

For a moment it looked as if these 
reports would agitate the house for a 
considerable time, but Dr. Buckley, by a 


pointed speech, succeeded in getting both re- 
ports tabled. He held that as the conference 
had decided that no speeches over five min- 
utes would be allowed thatthe matter could 


not be thoroughly considered in so few 
minutes. His speech and the decision 
to lay on the table were received with 
applause. On motion of Dr. Swindell 
of Philadelphia it was decided to have 
the Committee en Episcopacy report on Sat- 
urday morning a plan of districting and elect- 


ing missionary bishops. Dr. Queal of Central 
New York then asked permission to call the 
attention of the conference to what he called 


a great event—‘‘the banishment of 
slavery in Brazil. Permission was re- 
fused, and then he moved to have the 


rules suspended in order to move a resolution 
referring the matter to a special committee to 
express the joy and gratitude of the conference 
on this event, in which he succeeded amid 
greatapplause. After much discussion it was 
resolved to receive no more petitions or me- 
moriais after May 21. 
A HEATED DISCUSSION. 

A resolytion was also read asking that the 
Committee on Episcopacy may not make 
any recommendation for the 1 meg 
of a missionary bishop for Europe. In 
support of the resolution Dr. Ashord of the 
Germany Conference made a short ad- 
dress. Then followed a heated discussion 
on the subject of the election of 
bishops. This was brought aboat 7 a report 
submitted by the Episeopacy Committee rec- 
ommending that five be the number of bish- 
ops to be voted for at the forthcoming 
election. Dr. Olin presented the report as 
chairman of the committee. In an instant 
twenty members were on their feet, 
clamoring for recognition from the chair. 
Dr. Tanahen offered an amendment to the 
committee's resolution, r four for 
five as the number. Dr. Spence of Tennessee 
moved to substitute seven. Dr. Jackson of 
Ohio moved to substitute six for the number 
originally named. 

Dr. Wheeler said that four bishops were 
enough, as they were not wanted for 
exhibition purposes, nor to open camp meet- 
ings, but to exercise a general superinten- 
dency of the church work. Dr. Buckley was 
also heard in favor of the original number. 
The bishops themselves, he said, only 
asked for eur, Dr. Bridgman interrupted 
the debate by moving the previous question, 
which, on being put, resulted in the adoption 
ofthe original report by more than a two- 
thirds vote. 

The remaining time of the day’s session was 
given up to completing memorial services be- 
gun yesterday.
